AN AOT to amend Chapter 138 of the Revised Statutes, entitled "Of 
Offences against Public Policy." 

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented 
in Senate and dssembly, do enact as follors: 

What deemed SECTION 1. Every person who shall set up or keep 
a nliedemean -  any table or gambling device, commonly called A B C, or under this 
section—pun. Faro Bank, E. 0. Roulette, Equality; or any kind of 
iahment.  gambling table or device adapted, devised or designed 

for the purpose of playing any game of chance for 
money, property, and shalt induce, entice or permit 
any person to bet or play at, or upon, any such gam-
bling table or gambling device, or at or upon any game 
played at or by means of, such table or device, or on 
the side of or against the keeper thereof, shall, on 
conviction, be adjudged guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
punished by imprisonment in a county jail not less 
than three months nor more than one year, and by fine 
not less than two hundred dollars nor more than one 
thousand dollars.

months.

SECTION 1. Section one of the act to which this act is sect', chap.
